Secretary Manning to Resume Work—The_ 
Sorghum Sugar Experiments—Attorney 
General Garland at Work ‘Again=-Com-' 
missioner Colman Growing. Lmpatient, 
with the lllinois Authorities. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Secretary Man.” 

ning now intends to resume ‘his duties at* 

the Treasury Department next week. 

His friends have very great misgivings as 

to the wisdom of this decision, and Mr. 

Manning himself is also inclined to doubt 

his strength. It is given out that he will 

enter upon his full duties, but the; Treas? 
yry officials think that this can not be 
possible, and that Mr. Manning, in his 
state of health, will «certainly not under- 
take-toaffix hissignatnre 1,500 times aday,’ 
for instance, to mere routine documents, 
which is a labor that often has to be 
done by the acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, and which is regarded as a 
full day’s work itself for an ordinary 
clerk. If Mr. Manning will return to his 
desk as Judge Folger did, be construct-. 
ively absent so as to avail himself of the 
authority conferred by law to have an 
acting Secretary appointed who can sign 
the routine papers, Mr. Manning may 
possibly be able to preserve his health 
and act in a purely advisory capac- 
ity as Secretary of the’ Treas- 
ury and prepare the next annual report. | 

In doing this he will doall that the think- 

ing men in Congress believe that a Sec- 

retary ofthe Treasury ought to do, al- 
though there has thusfar been little dis- 
position to relieve the chief finance offi- 
cer af the enormous burden of inconse- 
quential routine duties. At the best, itis 
said that Mr. Manning will return to his 
duty only as an experiment. He much 
desires himself to remain Secretary of 
the Treasury, and the President also 
wishes him to continue in that office, but 
the position is an extremely onerous one, 
and Mr. Manning’s nearest friends 
doubt whether he will be able to retain 
the place much longer than the meeting 
of Congress. 
SORGHUM SUGAR. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Last year the 

Department of Agriculture began to ex- 

periment in a small way at Ottawa, Kan., 

with the diffusion sugar-making process 
as applied to sorghum cane. Instead oj 
crushing the cane, as in the sugar-cane 
process, it was shaved off in minute 
slices and the sucrose, or sugar-yield- 
ing sap, extracted by streams of water. 

The results obtained were so encourag- 

ing that the fleld of operations was re- 

moved to Fort Scott this year, and with 

a largely increased plant experiments 

are now in progress on a scale of some 

magnitude. To-day a telegram was re- 
ceived from Prof. Wiley, the chemist of 
the department, who fs in charge of the 
works, announcing the complete success 
of the experiments.

This may be 
avoided if they are washed in a weak 
solution of vinegar and water and 
rinsed in a like mixture, which should 
have a decidedly acid taste. 

—To make pepper sauce, chop two 
dozen of green peppers and take twice 
the amount of finely-cut cabbage and 
one grated horse-radish root. Boil two 
quarts of vinegar, one-half cup of salt, 
two tablespoons of sugar, one of 
mustard seed and one of cloves, and 
while hot pour over the peppers and 
cabbage. 


—The idea that sheep at pasture will 
live and thrive without water to drink 
is a serious and costly delusion to 
many farmers. By eating when the 
dew is on the grass they can get along 
with little water, but that little they 
require as absolutely as any other 
stock, or poor condition and poor wool 
will tell the story of their deprivation. 

—Skim milk and grass alone will 
raise good calves if the milk is abun- 
dant, and not allowed to become sour, 
says the Agriculturist. When too sour 
it causes scours, which counteracts its 
good effects. Skim milk is rich in al- 
buminoids and phosphate of lime, thus 
giving a strong muscular and bony de- 
velopment. A little flaxseed will im- 
prove it, as it prevents constipation. 

—A refreshing drink can be made of 
grapes as follows: Six quarts of grapes, 
stemmed, to two quarts of water; put 
on the stove until they break open; 
then strain through a jelly bag, put the 
juice over the fire until boiling hot, 

ut into bottles and seal up air tight. 

Vhen wanted for use add one-third 
water and sugar to taste. Put in a lit- 
tle ice if you have it. It will keep for 
years if properly air tight without fer- 
menting, and it is an excellent drink 
for a sick or well person.

OBNOXIOUS WEEDS. 


Th Most Persistent and Troublesome En- 
emy of the Agriculturist. 


In the mountains of Wales and the 
north of England there is a kind of 
true thistle, classed as such by techni- 
cal botanists (for the saw-wort is arti- 
ficially relegated to a distinct genus), 
which is destitute of prickles on the 
leaves, though it Somestimes shows the 


first faint beginnings of a prickly ten- 
dency around the scaly flower cup and 
in the bristly teeth of its crinkled 
leaves. From this early stage in the 
evolution of thistledom we can trace 
the gradual steps in the defensive pro- 
cess, through thistles that grow with 
prickly leaves and those in which the 
prickly margins begin to run a little 
down the stem, to those which have 
clad themselves from top to toe in a 
erfect mail of sharp spines, so that it 
ecomes quite impossible to grasp 
them anywhere with the hand, and 
they can only be eradicated by the hoe 
or plough. It is a significant fact that 
the most persistent and troublesome of 
all these highly developed kinds, the 
creeping thistle, now universally dif- 
fused by man over the globe, is a spe- 
cial weed of ‘cultivation. far most fre- 
quently found in tilled fields, and 
seldom disputing with the simpler 
forms the open moors, mountains or 
pastures. It does not trust entirely, 
like others of its kind, to its floating 
seeds, blown about ev erywhere as they 
are by their light. tag of thistle down; 
but if creeps insidiously underground 
for many yards together, sending up 
from time to time its annual stems and 
defying all the attempts of the agricud- 
tural interest to exterminate it bodily 
by violent measures. This is the com- 
mon and familiar pale purplish thistle 
of our English corn fields, and there 
can be little doubt that it has developed 
jtg curious underground habits. by 
stress of constant buman warfare, 
especially with the plow share. Thus 
‘thé very efforts’ we make at_fighting 
nature defeat themselyes—if we per- 
sistently hoe down the stems and 
weeds of an obyoxious weed, the weed 
retaliates by sending out hidden sub- 
terranean suckers, and the last state of 
the agrieulturist i is worse than the first. 
—Longman’s Magazine.

Covering Seed Evenly. 








Most seeds of grain, especially those 
“sown in the fall, are apt tebe covered 
too deeply.

‘have Been ‘empty. They were od 
over by the ridges made by the back 
set of teeth, made a feeble growth in 
the fall, and were all killed before 
spring. The crop all came from the 
half of the seed drilled in shallow.—

What Will Be His Race Characteristics in 
ert] |: Hialf ‘= Century's Time. res 8 
The immensity of the stream of im- 
migration annually flowing into the 
United States has given rise to much 
speculation as to the type of men who 
will constitute the future citizens of 
that country. The influx of the Celtic, 
German, Latia' and ‘Slavonic ‘types ‘has 
been so great in the past that thought’ 
fal men feel’some anxiety as te the 
“American” of thé future. The ‘ques- 
tion is: Will the Anglo-Saxon h his 
own or.will some other type predom- 
inateP 
Pi: population of the United States 
be estimated as at present about 
900,000. Of these about 7,500,000 
ns colored and 8,500,000 foreign born, 
leavin ng 40,000,000 of native whites. 
In 1790 the ‘first census put the white 
persons in the United States at 3,230,- 
000, chiefly of British origin, although 
Germans and Irish were numerous 
certain localities. This original native 
population if left to itself would now 
by natural increase have reached an 
aggregate of twenty millions, and this 
may be taken as the strength of the 
old stock among the present native 
white population. Since 1790 more 
than thirteen million immigrants have 
arrived in the country, more than half 
of them in the last twenty years. 
Up to 1876 Ireland was. most largely 
represented among these, having sent 
between 1820 and 1870 about 2,700,000 
persons. In the same time England 
and Wales contributed 530,000 and 
Scotland 85,000. Germany sent 2,270,- 
000, Sweden, Norway and Denmark 
180,000, and France 245,000. In the 
subsequent decade Germany came to 
the front, and the census of 1880 gave 
‘the following as the number of native- 
born persons from the countries named 
- being then natives of the United 
tates:

The most astonishing feature of this 
enormous immigration, however, is 
that nearly one-half of the natural in- 
crease of the countries from which the

This is shown by the follow- 
ing figures, giving the natural increase 
of these countries and the number of 
their immigrants to the United States 
in 1881:

It will be seen that while the Scan- 
dinavian countries are sending almost 
the whole of their annual increase to 
America, Ireland ‘sends’ twice. Judg- 
ing from the present rate of immigra- 
tion, it is estimated that the census of 
1900 will show the following numbers 
of natives of the countries mentioned 
to be citizens of the United States:

Besides, there will be over twice as 
many persons of the second generation, 
children of the above, and four or. five 
times as many who may be regarded 
as belonging to the races which they 
respectively represent. The persons 
of German birth or origin will then be 
as numerous as the inhabitants of Prus- 
sia were prior to the war with Austria 
in 1866, and far more wealthy. 

The question thus arises: What will 
be the character or race of the future 
citizen of the United States? If immi- 
gration were always to be of the same 
tT a as that of the past, there 
would be little ground for apprehen- 
sion. But other countries are begin- 
ning to send large numbers of people 
annually, and the stream from each, 
will swell very rapidly. Austria, Hun- 
gar. y and Italy have already contrib- 
uted largely to the population, and 
immigration from these sources has 
only fairly begun. Russia hasscarcely 
made a beginning as yet, but if it once 
does there can he no doubt that the 
current will soon becomea en 4 one. 
In the Southern States, too, which have 
not attracted many immigrants, the 
colored population is. increasing 
more rapidly than the white,,. It. is no 
wonder that the ‘‘American’’ is be- 
ginning to’be in doubt as to his iden- 
tity, and feels no little concern as to 
what will be his race characteristics in 
half a century’s time.—Toronto Mail.
